Report from Callao — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Status of 
plague in Peru — Plague at Iquique, Chile. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Gutierrez reports, October 26: 

Week ended October 24. Bills of health were issued to 1 steamship 

and 2 American schooners, with an aggregate personnel of 124 in the 

crew, 56 cabin and 63 steerage passengers. The steamship and 1 of 

the schooners were fumigated. 
The following is the latest report on plague in Peru, received from 

the Director de Salubridad publica: 
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Plague has not abated at Trujillo and in the Chicama Valley. 

No smallpox having been reported lately in Callao, vaccination of 
crews has been discontinued. Vaccination of steerage passengers 
going to Ancon will be continued. 

Bills of health report plague in Chile as follows: Iquique, October 
12, 4 cases of plague are in the lazaretto. There have been 3 cases in 
2 weeks.

Report from Libav — Status of cholera in St. Petersburg. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon De Forrest reports, November 10: 
November 4, 243 cases of cholera were reported present in city of 
St. Petersburg. Since then 44 new cases have developed, with 29 
deaths, making total present to November 9 of 258 cases. 

The steamship Estonia sailed from here direct to New York on 
November 17. The weather is very cold here. There is snow all 
over Russia. The Volga River is reported as being frozen over.
